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An Agreement Reached on 


the Harbor Question. 


A COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE 


.And Decide as Between Santa Mon- 


ica and Situ Pedro—The De- 


cision to Be Final. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—The animated 


contest which has proceeded for the last 
lour days in tbe senate over a deep- 
water harbor on tbe southern coast of 
California WBB brought to a close to- 
day by a compromise by the conflicting 
interests. The issue has been between 
the ports of Santa Monica, the terminus 
of the Southern Pacific and San Pedro, 
the locality urged by the California sen- 
ators. Senator Frye, chairman of the 
commerce committee,finally harmonized 
tbe differences by referring the deter, 
initiation aa between Santa Monica and 
San Pedro to a commission to consist of 
three civil engineers, a naval officer and 
officer of the coast survey. 


Mr. Frye laid stress upon the report 


of Captain Taylor, showing the unique 
advantages of Santa Monica, The Cali- 
fornia senator (White) bad, like a skill- 
ful lawyer, incorporated Captain Tay- 
lor's report in hie (White's) speech in 
order that it might be buried in the 
bowels of that speech. Mr. Frye read 
the Taylor report and a recent telegram 
from Taylor, no\v in the war college at 
Newport, expressing his strong opinion 
favorably to Santa Monica. 
The senator also read u letter from 


General Miles stating that as a result of 
hia experience whilo in command of the 
division of the Pacific he bad no hesita- 
tion in saying that Santa Monica had 
many advantages to make it a safe har- 
bor and anchorage while the surround- 
ing bluffs afforded opportunities for 
mounting land batteries for defense. 


Concerning tho White amendment, re- 


ferring the question to another board, 
Mr. Frye said he did not wish to take 
the one chance in ten that a board 
might report for San Pedro afl the eon- 
ate might just as well dump three mil- 
lions in the ocean as to attempt that 
project. It was an absolute absurdity, 
said he, to build an outer deep water 
harbor at San Pedro, after having an in- 
ner deep water harbor. Mr. Frye said 
it waa useless to think a harbor would 
not be built at Santa Monica. Did any 
one suppose Mr. Huntington was not 
going to have a harbor at Santa Monica? 


Mr. Vest interposed the suggestion 


that if Mr. Huutliigtou dashed to con- 
struct a uarbor let him do so. The 
three millions expended by Huntington 
would be no charge on the United States 
treasury. 


Mr. Frye responded that be did not 


believe any senator would ask Mr. 
Huntiogton to do a work that the 
United States ought to do. He had as 
much right ae any other citfaen to the 
consideration of congress. While he 
had said boldly that he believed Mr. 
Huntington would not let the Santa 
MonicaTiurbor fail, yet he did not ex- 
pect any senator to say then let lluut- 
iiiuton do it. 
Mr. Perkins, Republican of California, 


denied the sugKeation that this was n 
contest between two persons. He read 
from Fryc's epcoch that the cry of 
Huntington "savored of elogan of the 
sand lots" and that his name was "cou 
lured up aa the bogie man of Oalifor-

FARMER JOHNSON'S EXPERIENCE 


The Funnel Shaped Demon Destroys 


Buildings aiid Injures a Num- 


ber of Persons. 


OMAHA, May 12.—A special to the Bee 


fromElkhorn, Neb., says: A cyclone 
swept this section this afternoon. A 
funnel-shaped cloud ehot downward 
from the storm center and a general 
stampede of citizens for caves and cellars 
ensued. 


At the school house the school chil- 


dren fled panic stricken to the furnace 
room amid the wildest confusion and a 
number of them were hurt. The cyclone 
struck the ground north of the town. 
Its course was northwest. The path of 
the etorm was from 200 to 300 yards 
ride and everything in its path was 
razed to the ground, including several 


onsen. 
Carl Johnson, a prominent farmer, 
as caught in the twister. He had a 


team attached to s wagon. He at- 
tempted to skirt the storm by driving to 
the west, but before he coutd lash his 
horses put of the path of the rapidly ap- 
proaching hurricane he waa caught and 
man, horse "and wagon were carried 
through space-with fences, posts, wire 
and other debris. 
Johnson's clothes were literally torn 


from his back, and he received a num- 
ber of injuries. At times the wind 
would tinea him high in the air atid 
drop him back to earth, only to catch 
him up again. In his flight ho would 
describe a circle, and when the storm 
finally passed over him he was 150 yards 
or more distant from where the storm 
first struck him. The wagon was com- 
pletely demolished'. 


After traversing a distance of about 


two miles the funnel-shaped cloud arose 
ae suddenly as it had shot down to the 
earth, and at a point live or six miles 
further north, dropped again to earth, 
where it is feared great damage and less 
of life resulted. 


OMAHA, May 12.—A special to the Jiee 


from Lincoln, Neb., says: Lincoln was 
struck at 4.45 by a tornado which raged 
with unabated violence twenty-five min- 
utes. During this period rain fell as 
from a cloudburst, accompanied by hail. 


The prevailing direction of the wind 


was from the southwest, but at times it 
seemed to form in eddies between the 
business blocks and was accompanied 
by cyclonic features. Buildin«s were 
unroofed and torn down, cornices swept 
from roofs into the streets and the resi- 
dence portion of the city nearly bereft 
of trees. The greatest damage was at 
the state hospital for the insane, where 
many of the largest buildings were un- 
rwfed. The damage will be very heavy. 
The inmates were excited, but the 
guards averted trouble. The damage in 
the city will probably not exceed $40,- 
000, though U may be much higher, nn 
the suburban districts are yet to be 
heard from. The„ injured are: J. L. 
Workman* head cut by Hying debris; 
Mrs. J. Abbot, caught beneath a horse; 
A. L, Woodby, Henry Meyer, J. T. 
Tborns. 
There were no fatalities though the 


injured were severely hurt. 
At the 


state asylum iron supports weighing 300 
pounds were blown several hundred 
yards. 
It is impossible to ascertain 
the 


amount of loss, hut there is scarcely a 
struct in town which ib not strewn with 
large branches and whole trunks of trees 
uprooted by the atcr:». 


In the main business part of the city 


the Kelly block, Ninth ami F Btreets, 
opposite tho Lyon hotel, suffered the 
worst. Hero tho storm tore the tin 
roof from tho building, throwing it into 
tho street and covering the sldywalkaon 
two streets with bricks from chimneys 
and cornices. 
The water complete!} 


drenched the entire building.

Resolutions 
were adopted petitioning the legislature 
to pass a law regarding the width of 
tirea of vehicles; lecotomendinK that 
the legislature accent the grant of a 
million acrea of and land from the 
government and apply the proceed^ to 
the betterment of roads; recommending 
a tax not to exceed one dollar on the 
hundred for the benefit of roads; recom- 
mending the continuance of the rock 
crashing plant at Folsom. A committee 
was appointed to present the resolutions 
to the next legislature.

noon. At midnight they were still in 
eeEs:c-:!, *.vith :n rcaponabls hopf^f com- 
pletiut; their work before the dawn of 
another day. * 


The Btate central committee haa alpo 


been in ecaeiou for the past twelve 
hours, engaged in an animated dUcua- 
Gion ae to the beet method regarding 
finances in the conduct of the approach- 
ing campaign. 


The proposition now favored by the 


committee ?.nd which will undoubtedly 
be favored by the convention, is to levy 
an aescpsment on each individual dele- 
gate to the state convention of $1, to be 
eupplemented by whatever can be con- 
tributed hy members of the party, the 
object being to ruise $12,000.

bond ieeiie: a declaration in favor of 
woman suffrage* the conaolidation of 
oiiicea in counties and municipalities 
wherever it ie possible, with a reduction 
of thu ealarius of ofliciule with a view of 
reducing taxation ; the power of refer- 
ciidem in the right to appeal from the de- 
cieionfl of the supremo court of the 
United States. Tlie platform will con- 
tain a latter plank which its promoter a 
eay will behind ng and will include a 
declarrttion favoring the protection of 
American labor by the restriction of 
foreign immigral!?!!. 


Jn this same plank both the Republi- 


can and Democratic parties are to be 
roundly denounced for their alleged 
failure to take adequate measures to 
restrict the inllux of foreign immigra- 
tion when such action waa within their 
power. 


The monetary question and the adop- 


tion of resolutions declaring with ii 
were -not reached till long after mid- 
night.
